$150k grant to 
fund two new cops 


U.S. Rep. Marty Meehan, D-Lowell, 
announced that the U.S. Department of 
Justice has awarded Andover $150,000 in 
federal crime-fighting funds that will 
allow the town to hire two additional 
police officers for th2 next three years, 
devoted to community policing. The 
funding is provided under the Justice 
Department’s Universal Hiring Program 
(UHP) to pay the salary and benefits for 
each community officer hired for three 
years. The remainder is paid out of state 
or local funds. 

“I am pleased the Department of Jus- 
tice has recognized the good work of the 
Andover Police Department in keeping 
Andover a safe and livable community,” 
said Meehan, a former Massachusetts 
prosecutor. “This grant will allow Chief 
(Brian) Pattullo to increase the number 
of community police officers in Andover 
so that the department reflects the size of 
other towns with similar populations.”

“We are extremely pleased with this 
grant,” said Pattullo. “This is a big help 
in meeting our long-term goal of employ- 
ing 58-60 full-time police officers by 
2010.” 

Pattullo estimates there are some 
31,000 residents in Andover, but the day- 
time influx of people working in the 
town increases this number by 61,000. 
The UHP grant will bring its number of 
full-time community police officers in 
Andover from 50 to 52. The two new offi- 
cers are slated to begin working next 
month. 

As senior member of the Subcommit- 
tee on Crime, Meehan has been an advo- 
cate for federal grants that have 
increased the number of community 
police officers throughout the Merri- 
mack Valley over the past five years.

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Parents may appeal Shawsheen ruling

Parents who charged that the Shaw- 
sheen School discriminated against 
their son may appeal a decision by the 
federal Office of Civil Rights, which 
recently ruled in the school’s favor 
(“Shawsheen absolved by state,” Towns- 
man, Dec. 9). 

Dan Guillet, father of a student who 
was moved out of Shawsheen School 
when he was diagnosed with a learning 
disability, says he is waiting for a deci- 
sion on the same issue from the Massa- 
chusetts Commission Against Discrimi- 
nation (MCAD). 

After a lengthy investigation, the 
Office of Civil Rights ruled that the 
Shawsheen School had not violated the 
civil rights of the complainants. 

A small group of parents requested 
that the OCR investigate charges that 
Shawsheen School excludes students 
with disabilities; denies them a free and 
appropriate public education by failing 
to provide special education; treats stu- 
dents with disabilities or perceived dis- 
abilities differently than other students; 
fails to ensure that programs and activi- 
ties at the school are accessible or usable 
by disabled students; intimidates stu- 
dents with disabilities; harasses parents 
of those students for engaging in protect- 
ed activities; and excludes more male 
students with disabilities than female. 

Shawsheen School Principal Terry 
Murphy says investigators talked with 
parents, staff and administrators at the 
school before issuing a decision. 

“It’s not just the principal who makes 
a decision like this (to move a student 


out of Shawsheen). It’s a whole team of 
people,” she says. 

Guillet says he believes details were 
overlooked in the investigation, but the 
sticking point was the question of “mag- 
net” school status. 

Guillet says the school is advertised 
on its Web site and in its handbook as a 
“unique” school, and has been described 
as a “magnet” school. An official “mag- 
net” school in a public school system 
would be required to admit all the stu- 
dents with special needs who wanted to 
attend, Guillet says. 

Murphy says the term was used 
incorrectly, and that Shawsheen is an 
open-enrollment school. 

“By definition it’s not a magnet 
school,” she says. 

Guillet says his son was transferred 
from the school because of discrimina- 
tion, and he (the father) was forced to 
pursue the issue through state and fed- 
eral agencies. 

“We tried to resolve it on our own, 
but no one really took the bull by the 
horns. Our goal was to bring it to light 
and hopefully something will be done. I 
hope they (Shawsheen administrators) 
don’t look at results of the OCR com- 
plaint and continue with business as 
usual,” he says. 

Murphy says she is glad OCR realizes 
that teams of administrators and teach- 
ers were working in the students’ best 
interest. 

“Our hearts go out to those who had 
to hear from us that their child could 
best be served in another school,” Mur- 
phy says.

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Spill cleanup continues 


Local residents have a chance to ask for 
more information regarding how professionals 
will be cleaning up a release of oil or hazardous 
materials near the Shawsheen River. 

According to a legal notice, Shawsheen Vil- 
lage Center Partnership has hired a licensed 
site professional Denis D’Amore to create a plan 
for cleaning up a site at 7 Tantallon Road. Tan- 
tallon Road is an entrance road to buildings off 
of Haverhill Street, between Route 28 and York 
Street, on the east side of the Shawsheen River. 

The notice says that D’Amore will “manage 
response actions” because “a release of oil 
and/or hazardous materials has occurred at 
this location which is a disposal site.” 

Residents are entitled to have a plan for 
involving the public created if 10 residents sign 
a petition requesting it. 

D’Amore could not be reached for comment 
about the nature of the spill before the Towns- 
man deadline Wednesday. 

However, Everett Penney, Andover health 
director, says he believes this action is part of a 
cleanup that has been continuing for about 10 
years. Penney says there is an abandoned 
power plant in that area that used to serve the 
Raytheon building, which is now called Brick- 
stone. 

“There were a couple of underground oil 
tanks that are being cleaned up, and the soil is 
being remedied,” he says.

However, the board collectively said the manager did 
not meet their expectations in the areas of demonstrated 
vision, proposing courses of action, or displaying problem- 
solving skills. 

Stapczynski’s overall score was dragged down in these 
areas by the rating of his most vocal critic, Larry Larsen. 
If not for Larsen’s “unsatisfactory” ratings, Stapczynski 
would never have received a combined score below “meets 
expectations” in any category from the board as a whole. 

However, Stapczynski’s score also benefited in many 
areas from Brian Major, who gave him an “outstanding” 
rating, the highest possible, nine times. Six of those times, 
Major was the only selectman to give Stapczynski an “out-

standing” in a particular area. 


~¥ Larsen was the only selectmen to give 

1 Stapczynski the lowest mark, an “unsatisfacto- 
ry,” in any of the 26 categories. He did this 10 
times. 

Larsen gave Stapczynski the lowest rating in 
all four categories related to “Planning vision, 
leadership,” and all three categories listed under 
the heading “Personal skills and traits.” 

In contrast to Larsen, Mary French, Major 
| and John Hess didn’t find a single area in which 

" they felt Stapczynski had not at least met their 
expectations. 

Of a possible 130 points, Major gave the town 
manager 108.5, Hess gave him 102, French gave 
him 97, Lori Becker gave him 79 and Larsen bottomed out 
at 59. 

While Larsen says in his individual evaluation that 
Stapczynski is “the sort of man you hope your daughter 
will marry,” he labels him a bureaucrat who tries to avoid 
controversy. 

Larsen says of Stapczynski that “at no time will you see 
him take a stand. Rarely will he venture an opinion. This 
is completely in service of survival.” 

Other selectmen also mentioned in their evaluations 
that Stapczynski needs to articulate a vision for the town. 

In his comments after essentially being appointed for 
another five years as town manager, Stapczynski acknowl- 
edged this, and said it was an area he planned to address.

A plan to improve Recreation Park is still 
“cast in Jello,” says plant and facilities 
director Joe Piantedosi. But while wiggle 
room remains, the estimated $1.1-million 
plan is clearly beginning to take shape. 

As proof, a scaled-down version of earlier 
plans was presented to selectmen and a 
group of interested citizens Monday night. 

The key element of the plan is to turn the 
former Essex gravel pit into a grassy spot 
that could be used for sports such as soccer, 
lacrosse, football and tee ball. 

“What we’ve decided on is basically a 
large, open, grass area (in the pit),” says Jef 
Fasser, landscape architect. “It gives the 
department flexibility in how they can put 
fields in there.” 

Though the grassed area would be large 
enough for three fields, town workers say 
they would only line and use two fields at a 
time to let the other field rest. 

This goal was met with skepticism by 
some residents, including selectman Lori 
Becker. 

“Those fields are desperately needed and I 
think the concern is, if we put in 10 fields, all 
10 will be used all the time,” she says. “I 
think they’re all going to be used from the 
moment they’re open.” 

But town workers insist they have 
already begun a program to help improve 
the condition of the town’s other fields. 

“If you look around town, there has been 
an improvement,” says Piantedosi. “If all the 
fields are used all the time, they turn into a 
mud hole, and we’ve seen the results of 
that.” 

Jack O’Donnell, superintendent of parks 
and grounds, says the town already plans to 
rest the upper Shawsheen field from June 
until the winter of 2000.

Other park changes 

In addition to creating three fields in the 
gravel pit, Fasser also plans to maintain a 
buffer between the fields and both the near- 
by wetlands and a sandy area he says can 
be used by nesting turtles. 

There will be only security lighting at 
the fields and on an access road into the 
pit, and the existing lights at the softball 
field will shut off at 10 p.m. 

A parking lot on the same level as the 
softball field and tennis courts will serve 
about 135 cars. 

There also would be about 20 parking 
spaces down by the fields, meant to be used 
by coaches or parents who are transporting 
equipment to the field. 

While Fasser says the existing entrance 
road off Abbot Street should be sufficient to 
serve the increased traffic created at Rec 
Park, many residents disagree. 

For many reasons, including concern 
about the intersection of Woburn Street, 
Abbot Street and Porter Road, several 
neighbors of the park have asked that an 
additional car entrance be reestablished off 
of Woburn Street. 

The plan already includes pedestrian 
entrances to the park, off of both Andover 
and Woburn streets. 

Whether the proposed plan would allow 
Rec Park to still be used as the home of a 
future youth center remains to be seen. 

“There are some areas where you could 
add a small building,” says Piantedosi. 
“Unfortunately, they’re in areas where we 
have proposed passive recreation.” 

Fasser says he is considering putting a 
picnic area or volleyball court next to the 
tennis courts at Rec Park. He says he does- 
n't want to greatly disturb the area, 
because some people have suggested it may

Justice 
and mercy 


Andover is, in a number of ways, in 
mourning this week. That is especially sad 
at what is supposed to be a time of celebra- 
tion and festivity. 

Instead, five young men who should be 


enjoying a relatively carefree adolescence | jj [ 


are facing multiple criminal charges for a 
stupid, thoughtless act. A star athlete is 
grounded for the year. 

People of faith throughout the town, espe- 
cially local Jews, are justifiably offended, 
hurt and angry. 

And there is a collective sense of disillu- 
sionment. No, we’re not so naive as to think 
that Andover is free of prejudice or bigotry. 
But most of us probably thought that the 
civilizing influence of the many would be 
enough to restrain the irrational ugliness of 
a few. 

Unfortunately, not so. No matter how iso- 
lated the incident, no matter how few were 
involved, the commission of a hateful act — 
even a mindless one — stains us all. 

What’s done is done, however. As Rev. 
Cal Mutti of South Church observes, “you 
can’t un-ring a bell.” 

So the issue for Andover now is what to 
do in response. And what is coming from 
the educational and religious leaders of the 
community is something we can all cele 
brate. 

Mutti has offered an apology to local 
Jews, while also demonstrating some com- 
passion for those who caused all this trou- 
ble. Who among us, he asks, never did a stu- 
pid thing as a teen? 

Rabbi Robert Goldstein, of Temple 
Emanuel, who could easily justify taking a 
“zero tolerance ... maximum punishment ... 
vengeance” approach, has done nothing of 
the kind. 

Instead he pleads for “atonement,” sug- 
gesting that the perpetrators face and speak 
to those for whom the Holocaust was not an 
abstract concept in a history book, but a 
personal reality. 

The schools have imposed suspensions, 
banned the students from extracurricular 
activities for the year, and are also trying to 
promote a constructive dialogue about prej- 
udice and bigotry. 

Tonight, at 6 p.m., there will be a candle- 
light vigil at Old Town Hall, symbolically 
banishing darkness with light. 

All of this is aimed at combining justice 
with forgiveness — at tempering punish- 
ment with mercy. 

This is the kind of measured response 
that allows healing to begin, instead of 
encouraging divisions to widen further. 

Now it is the students’ turn. They owe the 
community an apology. They should do it 
soon, and do it publicly.

Police Department received a call from a 
group of Andover High School students 
about a fire on the field hockey field 
behind AHS. As police and fire officials 
arrived at the scene, they realized they 
were dealing with more than a small blaze 
on some wet grass. A 12-foot-by-12-foot 
swastika was charred into the grass on the 
field. Witnesses say they saw four or five 
youths run down from the field and jump 
into a mini van to flee the scene. 

I saw the whole incident. 

That night, I arrived at the AHS field 
house around 8:30 p.m. to play basketball 
with some of my friends. As I pulled into 
the parking lot, I noticed an old, red mini 


van parked at the end of the field 
house at the foot of the field hockey 
field. 

As I stepped out of my car, I 
noticed large flames on top of the 
field. My initial thought was that 
there was a bonfire for the upcom- 
ing Thanksgiving football game, as 
has been done in years past. I quick- 
ly wiped that thought out of my 
head, noticing that there were no 
other cars around. About 10 seconds 
later, I heard a group of kids holler- 
ing and screaming as if they had just 
scored a goal. 

As I was gathering my thoughts, I 
saw about four or five of these kids 
run down the hill and hop in their 
mini van. Immediately, the driver 
stepped on the gas pedal. 

I went into the field house and 
called three of my friends to tell 
them about the fire. We all walked 
up to the field, thinking that maybe 
some fire crackers were about to go 
off. As we approached the dwindling 
flames and realized what we saw, we 
decided to call the police. 


boredom by a few of Andover’s 
delinquent youths, or a motivated 
attack on a person or persons by 
racist or ignorant scum.

The swastika symbolizes hatred, 
racism, and death, and serves as a 
reminder of Hitler’s attempt to form 
a “perfect” white society in 1940s 
Europe.

Teachers’ 
contract 
extended

On a 3-2 split Tuesday night, School Com- 
mittee members approved an addendum to 
the Andover teachers contract that would 
extend it to August 2001. 

The current contract expires August 30, 
2000. The addendum extends it for a year. 

The agreement includes a settlement for 
teachers who filed a grievance against the 
committee for violating contract terms by 
using an A/B alternating day schedule at 
Andover High School last year. 

Since Superintendent Dr. Claudia Bach 
and the late Andover High School principal 
Larry Robinson both arrived in June 1998, the 
schedule has been changed to a semesterized 
schedule. 

The alternating day schedule in place in 
September 1998, supported by then-outgoing 
principal Ellen Parker, prompted a grievance 
from the teachers’ union. 

An arbitrator found in favor of the teach- 
ers, which led School Committee members to

enough, I would work with the schools,” Gus- 
tus says. 
A native of Somerville, Gustus graduated

AHS peer tutors bridge the gap

While entering high school is 
both a social and academic chal- 
lenge for most students, Andover 
school counselors have started a 
program this year to make it easier 
for some. 

A small group of freshman were 
chosen by middle-school teachers 
and counselors to receive extra help 
from peer tutors in their first year of 
high school in the new Freshman 
Transition program. 

Andover High School Guidance 
Department program adviser Alli- 
son Collins says the 26 freshman 
were chosen because they showed 
academic potential in middle school, 
but didn’t have the grades to sup- 
port it. 

Freshman Pat Dolan says he does 
his homework, but with the help of 
seniors who work with him as 
tutors, he does a better job. 

His grades have gone from Ds to 
Cs to Bs since he enrolled in the pro- 
gram. 

Dolan says he would probably 
spend more than an hour on his 
homework every night whether he 


was enrolled in the program or not, 
but he likes working with tutors 
because he can ask questions as he 
does his homework. He also likes 
the rewards, such as Internet time 
when work is done. 

Freshman Nick Brooks says 
working with students who help 
him get his homework done keeps 
him focused, and he’s happy with 
his progress. So far this year he has 
no failing grades, he says. 

While Brooks didn’t spend much 
time on his homework until he 
enrolled in the program, he found he 
is influenced by the seniors who 
tutor the freshman in small groups. 

“Now homework is cool,” he 
says. 

Freshman in the program note 
that having an “in” with seniors 
never hurts a freshman, either. 

Brooks says the relationships 
that develop can even give a fresh- 
man someone to talk to about sub- 
jects they can’t always discuss with 
adults. 

The seniors who tutor say they 
volunteer for several reasons, from

“It’s the kind of progress I think will bene- 
fit Andover schools for years to come,” Eccles 
said. 

Chairman Eric Nadworny and member 
Tim McCarron both opposed the agreement. 

Nadworny said he believed the monetary 
requirements would tie the committee’s 
hands at budget time, when priorities have to 
be juggled to pay for necessities. 

“It’s important that we know what our 
choices are. This is a conscious choice that 
could lead to increased class size or staff 
reductions,” Nadworny said. 

The addendum includes a 3.5-percent pay 
increase for teachers, an increase that would 
have likely been included in any negotiated 
contract, Girdwood said. 

But the addendum also included $37,500 
specifically for high school teachers who were 
found to be aggrieved by the adoption of the 
A/B schedule, Girdwood said. 

She added that she felt needs of the school 
system were considered in negotiating the 
agreement. 

“I don’t feel as though we're giving away 
the store,” she said.

AHS students explore the issue of Consequences

While the question of conse- 
quences is on the minds of many at 
Andover High School this week, 
with five students suspended for 
three days and facing legal charges 
in connection with a swastika 
burned on the grass of a playing 
field, student producers had a per- 
sonal subject in mind this year in 
making their own movie. 

Students, working with former 
MediaOne program coordinator 
Karen Hayden at the television 
production studio at AHS, pro- 
duced Consequences, a movie about 
teen pregnancy. 

AHS senior Owen Buckley, who 
co-wrote and co-directed the 
movie, says that while teen preg- 
nancy is a controversial subject, 
the conclusion of the movie delib- 
erately omits the final decision 
made by the young couple about 
their dilemma. 

“T like the subjects that need to 
be talked about. If something like 
that happened to me, I’d appreciate 
something to look to that was done 


and her boyfriend. Jenny’s moth- 
er, who is divorced, talks to Jenny 
about the issues of a being a single 
parent. McCabe’s character, Brad, 
the father of the Jenny’s baby, 
realizes his future as a Notre 
Dame scholar is in jeopardy. 

While the main characters of 
the move explore several options 
of how to handle a teen pregnancy, 
their decision is not part of the 
story. 

“It’s left up to the viewer,”

ple would show, it doesn’t really 
matter,” says Goldstein. “Our 
point is to affirm the values we 
feel are reflected in the commu- 
nity, and that’s harmony and a 
respect for diversity.” 

Goldstein says he does not 
believe the five Andover High 
students who are accused of 
lighting the fire meant to send a 
hateful message to any particu- 
lar ethnic group. 

“T don’t think the act was anti- 
Semitic. I think it was a youthful 
prank. But I think that’s a sym- 
bol that’s very evocative and 
powerful,” says Goldstein. “That 
really represents one of the dark- 
est, darkest moments of our last 
100 years of history, and it 
deserves some kind of response.” 

Tonight’s vigil is the latest 
group response to the swastika 
fire. A group of Andover High 
students this week was encour- 
aging classmates to sign a ban- 
ner for “Hearts and Hands 
against Intolerance,” at 
lunchtime, yesterday, Dec. 22. 
Tonight’s vigil is meant to show 


that Andover values tolerance 
for all groups, say _ those 
involved. 

“I had a feeling we should do 
something. I sensed in the com- 
munity the desire to respond. I 
spoke to a few people and they 
had the desire to respond. I 
wouldn’t have done it alone,” 
says Goldstein. “It’s not a Christ- 
ian thing issue. It’s not a Jewish 
issue. 

“What do people do when 
they’re upset about something? 
They come together and try to 
affirm the values they cherish.” 

Goldstein offers some support 
for the way the incident has been 
handled by the Andover schools. 

“There’s been desire to keep 
the kids informed and to keep 
the community informed,” he 
says, “My feeling is the school is 
now making an effort to educate 
the kids about what this means. 

“But what this represents are 
very hateful feelings toward 
many religious and_ ethnic 
groups. People need to under- 
stand that sometimes symbols 
mean something,” he says. “I 
think it needs to be used as a 
teaching opportunity and my 
impression is that’s what the 
schools are doing.”

are not considered juveniles 
because they are 17 or older are 
Paul M. Wysocki and Keith Jack- 
son. Wysocki, a star varsity basket- 
ball player, is now banned from 
playing in his senior year. 

Opinions on campus at Andover 
High School about the incident are 
varied. Some students say the pun- 
ishment was too severe, and others 
say it was not enough. 

“Yeah, 'm mad at them,” says 
Alison Shurman, a junior at AHS 
who is Jewish. 

“They were careless and stupid, 
but I don’t feel it was hateful. I 
don’t think they understood how 
deeply people could be affected by 
that symbol. That doesn’t mean 
they should get away with it,” she 
says. 

Others say the students who 
were involved in the incident made 
a mistake. 

“It was blown out of proportion 
by the media,” says one student 
who asked not to be named. 

Andover High School Interim 
Principal Bruce MacDonald says 
the ban on sports and other school 
activities was necessary. 

“Tt would be ludicrous to have 
people who have done that to walk 
around in letter jackets or play on 
the field. We didn’t want them to be 
representing the school. What they 
did was very, very wrong. It doesn’t 
matter if it was stupid,” MacDon- 
ald says. 

David Fazio, who teaches physi- 
cal education and coaches boys 
basketball and boys and girls cross- 
country track, says, “I really 
believe that it was ignorance and 
stupidity in that choice and hope-

Fazio says. 

“I haven’t quit on him. Were 
going to help him with schools and 
prep schools. We're trying to keep 
in mind that there is more to life 
than basketball,” he says. 

Led by social studies teacher 
Craig Simpson, other high school 
staff and students, a student dis- 
cussion group has been formed to 
deal with the topic and asked stu- 
dents to sign a banner declaring 
“Hearts and Hands Against Intol- 
erance” available in the cafeteria 
Wednesday after Townsman press 
time.

“It’s hard for anyone of my gen- 
eration to associate the (swastika) 
with anything other than prison 
camps, gas ovens and tyranny,” 
MacDonald says.

Despite the agreement that 
swastikas are a generally accepted 
symbol of hate, committee mem- 
bers and administrators say they 
want to make the incident into an 
opportunity to educate students. 

“It’s obvious that the swastika is 
a symbol about which there is not 
much ambiguity,” said School 
Committee Chairman Eric Nad- 
worny. But he said he believes edu- 
cation about the symbolism is 
important. 

“It’s not something that is done 
in isolation,” Nadworny said. 

Tom Meyers, president of the 
Andover teachers’ union, says the swastika 
incident had equally dangerous racial implica- 
tions as two other incidents this year that were 
not discussed by the School Committee. 

Meyers said racially intolerant remarks 
toward a Hispanic student, and a message 
painted on the Rock this fall that read “Kill the 
Indians,” should have been considered by the 
committee when they arose. 

“T'm not saying one racial issue is any more 
important than another, but we have to be out 
on top of those issues,” Meyers told the School 
Committee on Tuesday. 

Each committee member commented on 
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the issue. 

Tim McCarron said he wants to see the 
School Committee consider the policy on stu- 
dents who are charged with crimes. 

“We need, as a system, to look at what is 
equitable punishment for actions. I had to 
resign my teaching position because I had my 
life threatened by a student. That student was 
not expelled,” McCarron said, adding that he 
was not teaching in Andover at the time. 

He said he does not necessarily want the 
administration to rule differently in this case. 
‘Tm not looking for a severe reaction,” he 
says. 

Rabbi Robert Goldstein of Temple 
Emmanuel offered some support for the way 
the incident has been handled by the Andover 
schools. 

“There’s been desire to keep the kids 
informed and to keep the community 
informed,” he says.

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Proposed sewer 
options explained 


Editor’s note: Because of an edit- 
ing error, a story on sewer betterment 
options (“Selectmen ponder better 
way for betterments,” Townsman, 
Dec. 9) was accompanied by incorrect 
illustrations. The story — below 
explains those options, with the cor- 
rect illustrations.

With several multi-million-dollar 
sewer projects planned for the town, 
Andover selectmen are seriously 
considering changing the way resi- 
dents pay for betterments. 

“T think it’s kind of a fairness 
issue,” says Jack Petkus, public 
works director. 

The current betterment plan 
charges people based on a combina- 
tion of frontage and area to a depth 
of 100 feet. This means that each 


homeowner pays a_ different 
amount. 
But it can also charge small, cor- 


ner-lot homeowners much more 
than it charges new cul-de-sac 
homeowners with large, pie-shaped 
lots (see Method A, at right). Some 
residents have complained. 

Because of this, selectmen have 
asked Petkus to look into charging 
all single-lot homeowners the same 
amount. 

Under this method (see Method 
B), each single-lot homeowner 
would pay a flat amount, regardless 
of the size of the lot. If the land could 
be subdivided into two lots, howev- 
er, they would pay twice the fee. 


Other options 

Selectmen asked Petkus to 
research the uniform-unit plan 
after he presented them with four 
sewer betterment payment meth- 
ods. 

One of these other methods (see 


Method C) would charge people 
based on a combination of frontage, 
as measured at a 100-foot setback 
line, and area to a depth of 100 feet. 
Although Petkus believes this 
method would be fairer than the 
current method, it would probably 
require the state to enact special 
legislation, he says. 

A final method (see Method D) 
would charge people on area only to 
a depth of 200 feet. Petkus says this 
is also a better method, but it would 
require town workers to make a 
number of new measurements to 
determine what each homeowner 
should pay. 

The Townsman incorrectly stat- 
ed that Petkus favored Method D in 
a previous article. He says he favors 
Method B, the flat-rate method. 

Public works has been talking 
with towns that use this flat-rate 
method, says Petkus. 

Two of the questions selectmen 
want answered are how much 
money these towns charge each 
new sewer user, and what percent- 
age of that fee the homeowner him- 
self must pay. 

Under Andover’s current 
method (Method A), a new sewer 
user will pay two-thirds of the bet- 
terment cost while the current 
sewer users will pay for one-third. 

If the town were to change to a 
uniform-unit method (Method B), it 
would also need to decide what type 
of betterments it was going to 
charge business owners. Petkus 
says other towns charge businesses 
two, three or four times as much to 
connect as they charge residents. 

“(As far as big industries), that 
may not be a big issue because most 
of the big industrial lands are 
already sewered,” says Petkus.

A TOY STORY

While most popular toys today often have computer parts, 
a few simple and classic toys remembered as favorites of for- 
mer, and not-so-former children still capture the hearts of 
children today. 

One Andover mother who remembers how much she 
loved her microscope is excited to play with the computer- 
ized version her child will receive on Christmas Day this 
year. Our sources from the North Pole say some gifts coming 
to Andover this year include a child-size guitar, a pet shop, 
handmade wooden toys from Pennsylvania Dutch Country, 
and ski and snowboarding equipment. 

No matter which holiday is observed, every child spends 
some time at the end of the year dreaming about what they 
want most to play with. 

With Christmas just three days away, the Townsman 
asked residents to remember their favorite toys. Responses 
from adults ranged from Lionel train sets to porcelain dolls, 
while kids this year are craving everything from electronic 
microscopes to the obvious — Pokemon cards. 

Mark Johnson, of Greybirch Road, was most fond of his 
Etch-A-Sketch. He was so intrigued by how it worked, he 
devoted hours and hours to scratching out the whole screen 
so he could see inside the toy. He found a magnet. 

“Tt wasn’t worth it at all,” says the Andover attorney, who 
also chairs the School Building Committee. But Johnson 
understands the value of giving your child a great gift. His 
daughter, Danielle, may have received one of the most covet- 
ed gifts of all time — a pony. She has been horseback riding 
now for two years, and at age 10 is outgrowing her pony, 
which lives in Byfield. 

Some say children are more inclined to play inside these 
days, often at a computer. 

“The challenge for Santa today is to get them gifts that get 
them out of the house and away from the TV and Sony 
PlayStation, and get them outside to actually use their little 
legs to run about,” says Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
father of a 10-year-old son. 

Retired public works director Bob McQuade played 
games in his neighborhood. His favorite toys were a set of 
chaps and cowboy gear. While the games spread out over the 
neighborhood, McQuade says he always got to be the good 
guy. Who in the neighborhood was the bad guy? It depended 
on the day, McQuade says. “We picked him,” he says. 

Fire Chief Harold Wright, 55, grew up on Fletcher Street 
(eliminated by Interstate 495), in the Shawsheen neighbor- 
hood, and tooled around in a pedal car. 

“Tt was kind of a gray color with orange trim. It looked 
pretty good back then,” he says. He rode the metal car, com- 
plete with a seat and a steering wheel around the neighbor- 
hood, which was a bit of a problem on hills. “You couldn't 
really pedal back up,” he says. 

But most recreation, Wright remembers, involved kids in 
the neighborhood. Because his family was one of the first in 
the area to own a television, neighborhood children gathered 
there to watch Howdy Doody, Hopalong Cassidy and the 
Milton Berle Show. 

He recalls the family’s Dumont TV, with a 12-inch screen 
in a box that was 3feet square, fitted with a magnifier that 
attached to the television with a suction cup. “Sometimes 
people on TV looked a little strange,” he says. 

While his first “portable” radio was the size of a suitcase, 
Wright was thrilled with his first transistor radio. 

“That was really something. You could get an old book 
and cut out the middle so you could sneak it into school,” he 
says. 

And all this time we thought he was reading. 

While a radio the size of a paperback may seem cumber- 
some to a teen-ager today, some toys are better left 
unchanged.

“Tt just got bigger and bigger. There were always parts to 
buy,” Doyle says. 

The heavy metal train sets, made in Mt. Clemens, Mich., 
included parts from boxcars to tankers to engines that blew 
smoke. His train set grew until it had to be moved and took 
over an entire section of the basement, Doyle says. 

The train set didn’t survive the dank atmosphere of the 
basement, but was put to good use for many years, he says. 

Stapczynski managed to preserve the Lionel train set he 
received as a gift from his father. 

“He got it for himself, uh, I mean for me, when I was a 
year old,” says Stapczynski, who turned 52 last week. 

The Lionel comes out now to be shared with his son, 
Stapczynski says, but his children are having an influence 
on what he plays with as an adult. “Why do you think 'm 
into playing golf or skiing?” he asks. 

Growing up in Detroit, Stapczynski also had a penchant 
for model cars, which he never built as exact replicas of man- 
ufactured cars. His favorite most closely resembled a cus- 
tomized ’32 Ford roadster, he says. 

“Sometimes you couldn’t even recognize them. We were 
working outside of the box, on the edge. With plastic. Now 
kids are working on the edge with other things,” he says.

see it.” 

Holm plays tennis to this day, albeit far 
removed from the U.S. Army base in Ft. Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, where she lived with her family. 

In modern toys, she has endorsed the Ameri- 
can Girl doll craze, a series of dolls dressed to 
reflect a particular historical period. Each doll 
comes with information about the period. 

“There is some sense of history, of an era. I 
like that,” Holm says. 

For Mary Donahue, director of Community 
Services, the simplest toys have outlasted oth- 
ers. 

“T still challenge anyone to a game of bomb- 
sies,” says Donahue, who claims she practiced 
restraint in compiling her list, but recommend- 
ed marbles above all else.

Donahue marvels at how times have 
changed, and how some toddlers she knows get 
CDs for Christmas, but she believes some clas- 
sic toys will never go out of style. 

“People still like toys that little hands can 
immediately have success with,” she says.
